Authorities said the Illinois li- 


cense number was 403,597. 
Three of the men calmly entered 


the bank. One drew two revolvers 
and issued crisp commands to his 
comnanions and the three persons 
in the bank were ordred into the 
vault. The two-gun man entered 
the office of John Extrom, cashier, 
interrupting a conference between 
Extrom and John Nelson, Milwau- 
kee insurance man. They, with Syl- 
vester Odegard, teller, were order- 
ed to lie on the floor in front of the 
vault. 
The two-gun man's helpers then 


entered the vault, taking all the, 
money excepting a few silver dol- j 
lars. 
i 
Just before the robbers left, two 


customers, John IMarcouiller and' 
Robert Gilley, Jr., entered. They 
too, were assigned to places in the 
vault alongside Extrom. 
j 
Alarm Is Sounded 
j 


As the robbers left the bank, they j 


issued a warning against sounding 
an alarm. This warning, however, 
was not heeded and 
before the 


driver who had remained at the 
wheel of the sedan, got the car 
underway, the bank burglar alarm 
rang out. 
In 'h's gasoline -fining station at 


the comer nearby, John Sans, 
grabbed his revolver, ran out and 
fired several shots. Some window 
glass in stores was broken. The car 
stjed southward out of town, its 
occupants apparently unhurt. The 
robbers, in retaliation fired a num- 
ber of shots at random. Bill Carron, 
a garage man. said one of the bul- 
lets shot from the car just missed 
him. 


Otto Sells, who said he w-as a 


Chicago policeman spending his 
vacation here, fired three shots at 
the fleeing car. He said he did not 
believe any of the shots took effect. 
He said five men were in the sedan 
and that they had a machine gun. 


Extrom sounded the 
burglar 


alarm from within the vault. After 
the robbers left he unlocked the 
vault from the inside freeing the 
prisoners. 


A bag containing S100 was over- 


looked by the men, who, Extrom 
said, took S14.000. Another bag con- 
taining about S15 in silver was 
dropped at the curb as the men en- 
tered the machine. The loss was 
covered by insurance, Exirom said. 


Highway patrols were organized, 


and Sheriff Fred G. Krueger and 
deputies started in pursuit of the 
robbers. 
Authorities 
in nearby 


counties were notified of the rob- 
bery and v.-ere requested to be on 
the lookout for the sedan.

SKIRMISH AND STRATAGEM 


In due time the earth will tremble 


with the movements of our giant political 
armies of which the recent and present 
contacts are but the slight skirmishes that 
presage the approaching crash and useful 
only as each feels out the mettle of the 
other and essays to measure the elusive 
element of public opinion.

since that miserable March, day when he 
was acclaimed chief executive of a ra- 
tion bent upon " a more equitable distri- 
bution of wealth."

"SOAK THE RICH" 


a recent article in the "Saturday 


E%rening Post" F. Britten Austin has per- 
formed a service of some consequence by 
gathering together analogies in history 
reaching back twenty-five centuries hav- 
ing to do with the fascinating cry in many 
quarters like unto that one of Praxagora 
of old: "It must not be allowed that one 
should keep slaves and another not a sin- 
gle servant," with the promise that his 
system would fix it so "no one need to 
work any m*rre; your only concern will be 
to scent yourself before going on a spree" 
—an early forerunner of "Soak the Rich." 


Mr. Austin shows the remarkable par- 


allel in political arguments all through 
the ages, arguments that sound good and 
are only found flimsy and futile upon a 
careful observation of their treacherous 
reliability. 


This is the argument, to quote Mr. 


Lansbury of the British Labour party: 
"The rich are still rich and they are try- 
ing to make you poorer. Their press says 
there is no fund from which your needs 
can be realized. That is a lie. The fund 
is there all right; it is in the pockets of 
the rich." An argument, it must be con- 
ceded that, to a poor man, seems meri- 
torious. But when the rich were soaked 
for one thing too hard there was no long- 
er capital available for adventurous en- 
terprise. The very supply that had by 
its constant demand for labour helped 
create a shortage and, therefore, higher 
wages, was so completely cut off, stag- 
nation ensued and the policy that soaked 
the rich, however necessarily, "took from 
the poor their daily bread." 


Of the policy in England, Mr. Austin 


says: 


"No other country has ever put the 
slogan of 'soaking the rich* into such 
systematic and continuous operation. 
It has cost Britain the destruction of 
her basic industries and her world , 
wide trade, reflected in an army of 
workless permanent for the past ten 
years. Fallacies are always fallacies. 
There has been no more magnificent 
example of killing and eating the 
geese that should supply the golden 
eggs." 
"Soaking the rich" is not the mere 


policy of -making them pay their way as 
they must. It is a policy of fierce and in- 
tentional discrimination where little re- 
gard for honesty in division of necessary 
taxation appears. Wastage too, on a huge 
scale, is generally added to the burden to 
please or appease noisy elements or hun- 
gry contractors. 


It is a hard policy to combat because 


it is thought to affect the few, whereas it 
affects all in time. Its best antidote is to 
show the millions its utter futility and 
boomerang qualities. Workers will not 
for long support a policy that is dishonest, 
because they are not dishonest. Nor will 
they continue to support leaders whose 
only plea for help is an echo of Robin 
Hood's, any more than they will continue 
to respect management in their own em- 
ployer that is wasteful, inept and heed- 
less.
